able profit. The bankers realized the s8e- 
riousness of the case and invited August 
Belmont, chairman of the Louisville and 
Naehville board of directors, to attend a 
conference. Mr. Gates was there and 
briefly explained that he and his friends 
had bought the road. Mr. Belmont did 


not seem at all disturved. 

“You twve got control; there is no doubt 
about that,” Mr. Belmont is said to have 
remarked to Mr. Gates, “and I guéss 
there is no doubt about somebody being 
badly cornered from the looks of things. 


Gates Squeezing Himself. 

‘But I am afraid there is a mistake 
somewhere.’ Mr. Belmont is alleged to 
have continued. 

“Perhaps the gentleman does not know 
whom he has caught short. I am not 
short and. never have been. That $5,000,- 
000 of new stock was sold for the compa- 
ny. You and your friends have got con- 
trol of the company—you are the com- 
‘pany. The higher the price is put on 
the @horts, the more it will cost the com- 
pany—yourselves, that is.” 

After Mr. Belmont’s explanation of the 
stock sale of new Louisville stock, it ‘s 
sai that the chances cf «a settlement 
promptly improved. 

John W. Gates and August Belmont 
were in conference with the Morgan rep- 
resentatives today. It is understood that 
peveral large lots of Louisville and Nash- 
ville stock were deposited with Morgan 
& Co. in eccordance with the Belmont- 
Gates agreement. 

' A report that the Gates faction had 
sold a large amount of Louisville and 
Nashville to Morgan & Co, at 115 could 
not be confirmed and was generally dis- 
credited. Another report to the effest 
that the Seaboard Air Lane had ‘‘bid’’ 130 
cash for the Gates holding in Louisville 
and Nashville was also discredited. 
Seaboard-Ellen N. Deal. 

Washington, April 18.—(Special.)—Ad- 
vices from Norfolk state that the belief 
is strong there that some arrangement 
has been effected between the Seaboaril 
Air Line railway and the Louisville and 
Nashville which will afford the tatter Bys- 
tem an Atlantic seaport, which may be 
Savannah, Wilmington or Portsmouth. It 
has long been Known that above almost 
everything else the Louisville and Nasi- 
ville desirai a seaport on the Atlantic 
coast.

Hudson, N. Y., April 18.—The jury in 
the case of Burton, Willis and Frederick 
Van Wormer, charged with the murder 
of their uncle, Peter A. Hallenbeck. today 
returned a verdict of murder in the first 
degree against all three of the accused. 

The death sentence was pronounced a 
few minutes after the jury brought in its 
verdict. 

The crime -was committed last Christ- 
mas eve. Early in the evening of that 
day the three brothers and Harvey Bruce, 
their ccusin, who is also under indict- 
ment for participation in the murder, 
drove to the Hallkenbecks. The young 
men wore false faces and also wore their 
coats turned fnside out. Hallenbeck, who 
was a very old man, opened the door in 
response to their knocking, and. as_he 
did so they fired upon him, inflicting 
wounds of which he died in a short time.

Chicago, April 18—Peter Van Vlis- 
singer,- who has been one of the mdst 
active friends of the Boers in Chicago, 
today sent to President Roosevelt an 
open letter advancing an argument 
against the British mule traffic in the 
United States. He declares that the 
traffic is in violation of the treaty of 
Washington. 

“Article 6 of that treaty,’’ the letter 
reads, “lays down three rules by which 
arbitrators are to be governed. he sec- 
ond rule declares a neutral government 
is bound not to permit or suffer either 
belligerent to make use of its ports or 
waters as the base of naval operations 
against the other; or for the purpose of 
renewal or augmentation of military 
supplies or arms or the recruitment of 
men.”’ 

Further along the letter says: 

“Great Britain made no_ scruple of 
asserting the terms of the treaty of 
Washington against this country upon 
the first and only occasion when our 
government was at war with a foreign 
state. April 26, 1898, the day after war 
was declared between the United States 
and Spain, Queen Victoria issued a 
proclamation of neutraHty insisting upon 
the observance of the treaty. In this 
proclamation Great Britain insists that 
her ports and waters shall not be used 
to abet the military activity of _ bel- 
Mgerent powers and we now require the 
enforcement,of this rule.’ 

Horses Are Contraband. 

By the classification prepared by the 
state department, published by Secre- 
tary Long, June 20, 1898, in his “instruc- 
tions to blockading vessels and cruisers’’ 
(general order 492, paragraph 19), horses 
are designated as ‘‘absolutely contrabagd 
of war.’’

Natives of Wealth Special Objects 
of Suspicion —-Officers Wished 
To Make the Natives Burn 
with the Desire for 

i Peace. 


Washington, April 18.—The secretary of 
war thas placed in the hands of the senate 
committee on the Philippines a large num- 
ber of'orders, circulars and reports bear- 
ing upon the conduct of military affairs 
in the unpacified provinces of the Phil- 
ippines. : 

On December 12 last Captain W. E. 
Ayer, adjutant general of the Sixth bri- 
gade, issued a circular to the station 
commanders in Samar,’in which the con- 
viction was expressed that the wealthy 
classes or ‘“‘pudientes’’ among the natives 
were, while professing friendship toward 
the Americans, more responsible than any 
others far the continuance of hostilities. 
Under such conditions, he said, the only 
course to pursue would be one that 
‘“‘would create in the minds of all a burn- 
ing desire for peace—a desire or longing 
so intense, so persgnal, so real, that it 
will impel them to join hands with the 
Americans in the aécomplishment of that 


end.”’ 
To Wage Sharp War. 

Announcing the policy of the brigade he 
said it would be ‘from this time on to 
wage war in the sharpest and most de 
cisive manner podssible.’’ 

Giving instructions for the carrying out 
of this order he said that young officers 


conduct in haras#icg the enemy, and 
that natives, andi. especially those of 
wealth and influence; were to be regard- 
ed with suspicion, adding: ; 

“Every native, whether ih arms or liy- 
ing in the puebYos, or barrios, will be 
regarded and treated as an enemy until 
he fas conclusively shown that he is a 
friend.’’ pe 

Suspected persons should be apprehend- 
ed, and if there was not -sufficient evi- 
dence to convict iuey should be held as 
military necessity. This direction was 
made espectally applicable to priests, of 
whom Captain Ayer said that thetr pro- 
fession would ‘‘not be sufficient to pro- 
tect them.”’ 

In February, 192, General Smith, the 
brigade commander in Samar, announced 
that he was convinced opposition had 
crumbled away and counselled a soften- 
ing of the rigors of war, saying: ‘“‘Watch- 
fulness and kindliness henceforth must 
go hand in hand.”’ 

Reprisals Offered. 

In December, 1901, General J. F. Bell 
issued a circular saying: 

‘‘Wherever prisoners or unarmed or de- 
fenseless Americans or natives friendly 
to the United States government are 
murdered or assassinated for political 
reasons, and this fact can be established, 
it is his purpose to execute a prisoner of 
war under the authorty contained in sec- 
tions 59 and 148. This prisoner of war 
will te selected By lot from among the 
officers or prominent citizens held as 
prisoners of war, and will be chosen when 
practicable from those who belong to the 
two where the murder or assassination 
occurred.”’ 

Several orders were issued by General 
Bell against permitting any monopoly of 
food products and extortion fn prices. 

Instructions were given to make excep- 
tions to all persons who had demonstrat- 
ed loyalty. “Their lives, families and 
property will not only be given protec- 
tion, so far as practicable, against Insur- 
gents, but will be carefully respected by 
our troops.”’

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CUBA WINS VICTORY, © 
SUGAR TRUST IS 
AND BOSSES BEATEN | 
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CONGRESISMAN PAYNE, CONGRESSMAN HEPBURN. 
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CONGRESSMAN LITTLEFIELD. CONGRESSMAN GROSBVENOR. 
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Four Republicans Who Were Conspicuous in the Contest Over Cuba. 
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PROVISIONS OF MEASURE 


ASHINGTON, April 18.—The Cuban bill as passed authorizes the 

president, as soon as may be after the establishment of an inde- 

pendent government in Cuba and the enactment by said govern- 
ment of immigration, exclusion of contract labor laws as restrictive 
as those of the United States, to negotiate a reciprocal tradé agree- 
ment with Cuba by which, in return for equivalent concessions, the 
United States will grant a reduction of 20 per cent from the Dingley 
rates on goods coming into the United States from Cuba, such agree- 
ment to continue. until December 1, 1903. 

In addition, the Morris amendment—aimed at the sugar trust—pro- 
vides that “upon the making of said agreement and the issuance of 
said proclamation, and while said agreement shal! remain in force, there 
shall be levied, collected and paid, in lieu of the duties thereon now 
provided by law, on all sugars above No. 16, Dutch standard in color, 
and on all sugar which has gone through a process of refining, import- 
ed into the United States 1.825 cents per pound.” 

The vote to overrule the decision of the chair was 171 to 130, thir- 
ty-seven republicans joining with a solid democratic vote. Having won 
this preliminary victory, the amendment was adopted in committee— 
164 to 111 and later in the house by a still larger majority—199 to 105. 

On thie occasion sixty-four republicans voted with the democrats for 
the amendment. The bill then was passed by an overwhelming major- 
ity—247 to 52. 

Analysis of the vote shows that 124 republicans and 123 democrats 
voted for the amended bill, and 42 republicans and 10 democrats voted 
against it. ) 

To last night’s democratic caucus the defeat of the republican lead- 
ers who sought to pass the bill without amendment is attributable.

CUBAN BILL 1S: PASSED 
WITH AKTI-TRUST RIDER 


Differential on Refined Sugar, Which 
Has Made Trust Rich, Is Strick- 
en—Defeated Bosses Are 
Fighting Mad Because 
Trust Is Hurt.

Washington, April 18.—(Special.)— 
“Some possibility of relief for 
Cuba; a severe blow at tne sugar 
trust; demoralization for the republi- 
can leaders.” 

These three things are written in the 
action of the house upon the Cuban 
reciprocity bill. 

Unly “some possibility” of relief, for 
although the reciprocity bill passed 
the house there is no certainty of it 
ever getting through the senate. it 
passes the house only after there had 
been tacked to it an amendment abol- 
ishing the differential duty upon re- 
fined sugar. The real fight was upon 
this amendment. It was meant as a 
blow at the sugar tewst, which has 
through this differential grown into a 
giant at the expense of the sugar con- 
sumers of America, and the democrats 
of the house, acting in line with their 
decision at last night’s caucus, pre- 
sented a solid front in opposition to 
the trust. Joined with them were the 
beet sugar “insurgents” and a suffi- 
cient number of other independent re- 
publicans to make a clear and decisive 
majority of the house. On the other 
side, the speaker and.all the leaders of 
the oligarchy which runs the majority 
side were arrayed in defense of the 
trust. 
FIERCFLY WAGED BATTLE 

CAUSED INTENSE INTEREST 

The battle was fiercely waged, and 
as the climax approached the excite- 
ment—not on the floor alone, but in 
the galleries and throughout the city— 
was greater than has been manifested 
since the day of the adoption of the 
Spanish was resolution. Most of the 
members of the senate were on the 
floor as interested spectators and 
thousands were unable to get seats in 
the galleries. 

The house leadership died hard in 
its fight for the trust, and there was 
much rejoicing over its death. The 
fact that the amended Dill was finally 
passed by a vote of 247 to 52 means 
but little. The one great feature of 
the contest was the struggle made by 
the majority of the republicans to save 
to the sugar trust the differential 
which is its very life. Briefly told, the 
story is this: 

The chairman of the committee of 
the whole ruled that amendment not 
germane to the bill. All the power of 
the republican organization was exer- 
cised to hold republicans in line to sus- 
tain the ruling of the chair, but by a 
vote of 171 to 130 the chair was over- 


ruled. There was another test vote 


on this amendment after the bill came 
from the committee of the whole to 
the house, this time it being adopted 
by a vote of 199 to 105. This was upon 
a roll call, and a number of republicans 
who had followed the leaders before 
could not stand going on record in 
support of the trust. 

The republican leaders were beaten 
upon every test. In addition, they suf: 
fered the humiliation of seeing the 
democrats present an _ absolutely 
united front in making war upon a 
trust whose burdens are felt more 
strongly by the people than those put 
upon them by any other trust. It was 
a ‘square test upon tne trust question, 
with the democrats on the side of the 
people. It is a distinct political vic- 
tory for the democrats and a personal 
victory for those republicans whom the 
leaders have attempted to bulldoze 
and browbeat as insurgents. 


ALL SORTS OF THREATS 
BY OVERTHROWN BOSSES 
The republicans are more demoralized 
than they have been at any time in 
years. The defeated crowd is fighting 
mad. All sorts of threats are being 
made. There is much uncertainty about 
the ultimate fate of the bil, with the 
chances against its passage in any 
shape. The plan of the administration 
leaders is to imcrease the percentage of 
relief, to strike out the time limit and 
labor restrictions and then to strike out 
the differential amendment restoring the 
sugar trust’s protection. They talk of 
their ability to put this sort of bill 
through the senate and rely upon the 
power of the administration to eventually 
whip the beet sugar people of the house 
into Hine in its support.

Drifts Ashore Short Distance from 
Scene of Accident.

Former Young Atlantan Fell from 
Excursion Train Into River 
Near Mobile, Ala. 


The body of Thomas M. Haverty, the 
young Atlanta man who was drowned 18 
miles from Mobile early last Sunday 
morning, was recovered yesterday morn- 
ing.

Canal Protocol Is Once More 
Presented to Secretary of 
State Hay, 


NO SOVEREIGNTY CEDED 
TO THE UNITED STATES

Washington, April 18.—The Colombia 
canal protocol, which was delivered at 
the state department on April 1 and af- 
terward recalled by Minister Concha for 
modifications, was again presented to 
Secretary Hay today. 

The proposal as to price is set out as 
follows: 

One year after the exchange of rati- 
fications of a treaty the United States 
shall pay Colombia the lump sum of 
$7,000,002. This figure will represent 
fourteen years rental at $500,000 a year. 

The protocol provides for the ap 
pointment of a joint commission repre- 
senting Colombia and the United States, 
which will arrange and provite for all 
matters pertaining to the administration 
of affairs within the proposed canal belt, 
including the membership of the mixed 
tribunais for the administration of jus- 
tice and other steps necessary to the 
joint occupation of the belt. 

The retention of Colombian sovereign- 
ty over the canal land is a point which 
has been consistently adhered to all 
through the protocol and none of its 
provisions relinquish this sovereignty in 
any degree, it is stated. 

Viewed as a comprehensive presenta- 
tion, the protocol is regarded very favor- 
ably at the state department. 


THIRD ASSISTANT IS SCORED. 


Editors on the Rulings of Mr. Mad- 
den at Washington. 
‘Hot_Springs, Ark., April 18.—Today’s~ 
session of the National Editorial Asso- 
ciation was a lively one and for a short 
while the assemblage was like a political 
convention. The storm rose after a 
paper had been read by W. H. Tuttle, 
of Chicago, attorney for the National 
Publishers’ Bureau, on “The Fostal 
Laws.” Mr. Tuttle severely arraigned 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Madden on account of the rulings he has 
recently made with regard to the mail- 

ing of certain classes of publicatidns. 

As Mr. Tuttle sat down Avery Moore, 
of Idaho, took the floor and made a mo- 
tion for the onvention to pass a resolu- 
tion asking congress to investigate the 
acts of the third assistant postmaster 
general and take summary action. It 
was then pointed out that Mr. Moore's 
motion was out of order. A motion to 
suspend the rules was lost by a narrow 
majority. 

Mr. Moore, of Idaho, then took. the 
floor and in his discussion of the paper 
read by Mr. Tuttle attacked the meth- 
ods of Assistant Postmaster General. 
Madden and upheld certain charges .of 
incompetency. 

Eix-Congressman Owen Scott, of Tili- 
nois, asked the convention. to take no 
harsh action. Hon. Lafe Young also ad- 
vocated a little less speed in condemning 
Mr. Madden and begged the delegates 
not to rush to the conclusion that Mr. 
Madden was entirely wrong. 

By unanimous vote Garry A. Willard, 
of Booneville, N. Y., was elected presi- 
dent of the National Editorial Associa- 
tion this afternoon. Mr. Willard is 41 
years old and state senator from Oneida 


county. 

The National Editorial Association com- 
pleted the election of officers as follows:

Guards and Rioters Engage in 
Battle Near Brussels 


#ive Persons Are Killed Outright and 
Twelve Are Wounded—Some Re- 
ports Say Twenty Guards 
Were Wounded—King 
May Act. 


Brussels, April 18.—A serious riot has 
‘coeeurred at Louvaine, near Brussels. The 
socialists held a demonstration in front 
of the residence of M. Schottaert, the 
president of the chamber of representa- 
tives. The police in attempting to dis- 
perse them were received with a shower 
of stones. The civic guard then fired on 
the mob. A similar riot occurred in an- 
other part of Louvaine, and altogether 
five persons were killed and twelve were 
wounded. Some of the mob carried the 
dead and wounded to the Maison des 
Proletaireos. 

With Drawn Swords. 

Another riot is reported to have oc- 
curred at Bruges, in Flarders. Here the 
police charged the socialists with drawn 
ewords and ten of the latter were wound- 
ed> 
The rioting at Louvaine began at about 
half past 7 o'clock this evening. A band 
of socialists paraded the street of the 
town, smashing windows with bolts and 
tivets. They broke through the police 
cordon in the Rue Tierlmont. The civic 
uards stationed in the place Saint An- 
erne ultimately became hard pressed by 
the rioters and fired a volley. The guard 
fired a second volley in front of the 
Catholic club. It is reported that twelve 
policemen were wounded. 

In some quarters the number of wound- 
ed policemen is placed at twenty, and 
@everal are said to have been mortally 
injured. All the streets of Louvaine are 
barred, and the maintenance of order has 

been assumed by the military. 

King Leopold May Act. 

The chamber of representatives today, 
by 84 to 64 votes, rejected the proposa! 
to revise the Belgian constitution so as 
to provide for universal suffrage. 

Great excitement followed the vote in 
the chamber. The socialists held a mee:- 
ing in the Maison du Peuple, at which 
M. Van des Velde urged his hearers to 
be calm, and said he hoped King Leopold 
will still intervene. 

He indicated the dangers attending the 
insurrection of an almost weaponless peo- 
ple against organized forces of police and 
military, and said a struggle by methods 
of violence wes qulte hopeless. 

This speech is regarded as showing that 
the socialists accept defeat. 

It was rumored late tonight that King 
Leopold had Cecided to take the initiative 
and dissolve parliament. 


Voted To Striks. 

San Francisco, April 18.—The local di- 
Vision of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Railway Employees votei to- 
night to go on strike next.Sunday morn- 
ing. It is expected that nearly 3,000 men 
will go out.

Professor 
i miriasieff, at Moscow, is reporféd to 
have refused to cooperate in meting out 
punishment te studénts on the ‘ground 
that his lecture room had been filled with 
strange persons, whom ‘he took to be 
spies, while his former diligent students 
were nowhere to be seen. 

Trouble in Theaters.

a short time ago from a detention prison 
in this city, where they had been held 
without an inquiry for nearly a year. Six 
others have so reduced their strength as 
to necessitate their removal to a prison 
hospital. In the great transport prison 
for condemned criminals here, which is 
now filled with politica! prisoners, the 
wardens are seeking to dissuade thé@ir 
charges from refusng 1ccd by promising 
their release shortly. 


Students Will Leave. 

Many students are }.reparinz to go 
abroad for study. It is scid that this ac- 
flon has caused more s2rious attention to 
be given to the project attributed to the 
finance minister, W. Witte, to increase 
the fee for the issue of a passport to go 
abroad from 15 roubles to a sum possibly 
many times larger than this amount. Gen- 
eral report has it that Minister Witte se- 
Miously proposed to charge aJl Hussians 
who desired to g> abroid 400 roubles for 
the first eix months and 200 roubles for 
each addtional month. Economic as wel] 
as political reasons are urged in favor of 
this project. 

The passport fee was increased abour 
two years ago from 6 to 15 roubles per 
half year, the addition being for the ben- 
efit of the Red Cross Society. Foreigne-s 
continue to pay 5 roubles for permission 
to cross the Russian frortier.

Great Combine Formed. 

London, Aprf] 18.—Mr. Pierce, of Har- 
land & Wolffe, said to a representative of 
the Associated Press tonight: 

“There is no association of stcamship 
lines connected with the plan for the im- 
provement of the Holiand-American 
steamship service. We have just com- 
pleted six new steamers for the American 
trade of the company, and, as they need 
additional capital, we have taken up a 
portion of their stock, which otherwise 
they would have put on the market.”’ 

The managing director of the Holland- 
American Wne said today in an inter- 
view: 

“For a number of years various trans- 
Atlantic lines of steamers running to 
North America have tried. by combina- 
tion, or pools, to prevent ruinous competi- 
tion and rate cutting. The Holland- 
American line for a long time belonged 
to these combinations, which proved to 
be a profitable policy. We, therefora, 
wished to consolidate this policy by in- 
ducing all the steamship iines between 
North America and Europe to join in a 
fresh combination, which, through better 
fundamental organization and more able 
management, will entirely control traffic 
and curb competition. This has heen suc- 
cessfully accomplished, with every 
prospect of satisfactory results. The 
various companies will retain their indi- 
Viduality and manage their own internal 
affairs. But the genera! policy will be 
controlled through a central committees 
somewhat similar to that of the United 
States Stee] Corporation.”’ - 

In conclusion, the managing director of 
the Holland-American line said the names 
of the other steamship companies in the 
new combination could not yet be 
divulged, but it included all the larger 
lines of steamers. 

New Combination. 

The Daily Telegraph this morning an- 
nounces that prolonged negotiations thave 
resulted in a new combination among the 
steamship lines, involving no change of 
flags and little change in management. 

The lines involved are the White Star, 
the Dominion, the Leyland, the Atlantic 
Transport, the American and the Red 
Star lines. The joint control of these 
amalgamated companies, says the Daily 
Telegraph, will be practically in the 
hands of the same men who guide their 
separate destinies, the intention being 
to reduce working expenses, to avoid 
ruinous competition and to secure har- 
monious working relations with the 
great American railways. 

The Daily Telegraph continues: 

“We understand the hearty coopoera- 
tion of the North German Lloyd line 
and the Hamburg-American Steam 
Packet Company is also assured. These 
lines will, by a working agreement, en- 
ter into a harmonious community of 
interests and cooperation, while still 
maintaining their absolute identity and 
nationality.’’ 

London, April 19.—Thé Times confirms 
The Daily Telegraph’s announcement of 
the formation of a shipping combination. 
It says the arrangements have nearly 
been completed and are subject to the 
approval of the shareholders of the vari- 
ous undertakings and that this approval 
is not likely to be withheld. 

The Times adds that Mr. Pierce, of 
Harlan & Wolff, and J. Pierpont Morgan 
have been the principal agents in the af- 
fair and notes that the Cunard and Allan 
lines maintain their independent posi- 
tions. As nothing is said about the 
French companies, the paper presumes 
they also stand aloof.

INJUNCTION AGAINST MOVE. 


Squabble Over Site of a Court House 
in Alabama. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 18.—(Special.)— 
An awkward situation has developed in 
Marengo county as-a result of a decision 
by the chancery court enjoining the coun- 
ty commissioners from proceeding with 
the construction of the new court house 
at Linden. The old court house has 
been condemned by five grand juries. The 
Louisville and Nashville railroad has built 
to the town: The county is in most 
excellent financial condition and did not 
have to issue bonds. §o0, under the gen- 
eral laws, the commissioners proceeded 
to build a new court house with money 
on hand and by issuing warrants in an- 
ticipation of the revenues. They chose 
a new site half way between the town 
and the new railroad depot, and this 
meant a shifting of real estate values, 
which got up the local opposition to re- 
inforce that of people who always oppose 
the expenditure of money. Five taxpay- 
ers accordingly applied for an injunction, 
and the court has granted it. The trou- 
ble is to be found in the new constitu- 
tion, which provides that no court house 
shall be removed except by a majority 
vote of the qualified electers of the coun- 
ty voting at an election held for that pur- 
pose. The chancellor has construed this 
to apply to a change of site from one 
lot to another in the same town. In the 
meantime the contract had been let for 
a court house to cost $40,000, several car 
loads of brick are on the ground and 
material of all sorts has béeeh bought. A

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DEATH OF MAJOR WHITESIDE. 


CONSTRUCTED GUNBOATS AND 
MONITORS FOR CONFEDERACY. 


Since the War He Has Been Engaged 
in Building Compresses—Died © 
in New York. 


Savannah, Ga., Apri) 18.—(Special.)—Ma- 
jor Samuel Whiteside, vice president of 
the Atlantic Compress Company, whose 
residence was in Atlanta, died last night 
on Eighth avenue, New York, of pneu- 
monia. He was 71 years of age, and 
since 1884 had been a resident of Sa- 
vannah. Although a native of New York 
city, Mr. Whiteside, whose fortune had 
been cast with the south before the war, 
joined the confederate forces. Being an 
engineer of ability and experience, he 
was engaged during the greater part 
of the war, under Admiral Buchanan, in 
the construction of gun boats and mon- 
itors for the confederacy. Many of the 
monitors of the confederacy were built 
under Captain Whiteside’s direction. 

In 1858 Captain Whiteside first came 
south. He located at Apalachicola, Fia., 
having been sent there as the engineer 
of a cotton compress.. Shortly after 
reaching Apalachicola he saw the need 
of a Mne of steam boats between that 
port and Columbus on the Chattahoochee 
river, and established it. After this he 
moved to Columbus, and remained there 
some time. He came to Savannah short- 
ly after the war and engaged in building 
cotton compresses. He virtually built 
almost all the compresses in Savannah, 
Major Whiteside leaves a widow, two sons 
and a daughter. His sons are Samuel 
M. Whiteside,.of Savannah, and George 
B. Whiteside, of Columbus, and his 
daughter is Mrs. Sarah Frye, of Savan- 
nah. 

The interment will take place in Green- 
wood cemetery, Brooklyn, where Major 
Whiteside’s mother and father are buried. 
Only one member of the family will be 
able to attend the funeral. Mr. George 
Whiteside and Mrs. Frye are ill, and Mrs. 
Whiteside is prostrated with grief.

BESSEMER AND FERTILIZERS. 


Company To Put Up a Large Plant 
of $1,000,000 Capital. 
Birmingham, Ala., April 18.—(Special.)— 
A new fertilizer company for Bessemer, 
with a capital stock of $1,000,000, was in- 
corporated by the probate court here to- 
day. John C. Brain is at the head of the 
new concern, which is called the Standard 
Fertilizer Company. Four city blocks at 
Ensley have been purchased for a site 
for the big works, which will employ 200 

men at the outset. 

The company fw has orders on hand 
for 130,000 tons. The principal product will 
be Thomas meal, brainite meal and brain- 
ite fertilizer, though fifty tons of sul- 
phuric acid will be turned out every 
twenty-four hours. The capacity of the 
plant will be 750 tons per day, including 
all products. The company will manufac- 
ture fertilizers and other products from 
furnace slag, including hydraulic cement, 
chemical spray, etc.

Washirgton and Wallace, Negroes, 
Hanged at Donaldsville, La. 
Donaldsville, La., April 18.—Ellis Wash- 
ington and Phil Wallace were hanged 
here today for the murder of Lee Gels- 
mar. Washington was cheerful to the 
last, but Wallace was on the verge of 
collapse when he ascended the scaffold. 
The crime for which the negroes were 
hanged today was the murder of Lee 
Geismar, a wealthy storekeeper at Geis- 
mar, January 12. it was little less than 
an assassination.

University Boys Interested — First 
Time Young Lady Has Been 
Selected as Debater. 


Athens, April 18.—(Special.)}—A ques- 
tion .of considerable interest has been 
raised at the State Normal school by the 
election of a young lady to represent 
the school at the commencement exer- 
cises of the University of Georgia, which 
occur next June. Each of the branch 
colleges of the university are represent- 
ed at the commencement here by 4 
speaker on a day set apart for that 
occasion and in accordance with that 
provision a contest was held yesterday 
at the normal school to determine who 
should represent that institution. 

Four young ladies and two young gen- 
tlemen contested for the place,- which 
was awarded to Miss Lollie Smith, of 
Woodville, Ga., a daughter of County 
School Commissioner Smith, of Greene 
county. Miss Smith is a leading pupil 
of the senior class and promises remark- 
able ability. 

The question has been taken up by the 
normal school authorities as to the eligi- 
bility of the young lady to speak on 
the university stage, a thing never done 
before in the history of the university. 
It is probable that the board of trustees 
will have to decide the question. 

For years there has been a strong and 
persistent effort to secure the admission 
of giris to the University of Georgia, 
but it has always met with defeat. La- 
dies have never been allowed to speak 
from the university chapel stage. The 
selection of Miss Smith brings up a novel 
question. Each branch college is al- 
lowed to choose its own representative. 
Will the university trustees refuse to 
allow one of these reperesentatives [to 
speak on the university stage? 

The decision of this question is awaited 
with much interest, as, if it is decided 
in favor of allowing Miss Smith to speak 
on that occasion, it may be the opening 
wedge to fling wide the doors of the 
university to the fairer sex in Georgia.

Educational conference give out the fol- 
lowing statement, which will be of in.

“The constituency of the Southern Edu- 
cational conference includes’. thirteen 
states, besides a smaller membership in 
the north and east. These states are 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Kentucky and Texas. When the questton 
of locating the next session of the con- 
ference was under discussion and while 
various other places were in compétition 
with Athens. the local committee offered 
to secure (this being the utmost Athens 
could do} homes for 300 members of the 
conference, about one-third of these being 
from the north and east and the remain- 
ing two-thirds from all the southern 
states above named.

‘Rome Petroleum Company Steps Work 
for Short Time. 


STRANGE SUBSTANCE IS FOUND 


At a Depth of 250 Feet Matter Is 
Drawt. from a Lake That Local 
Geologists Know Nothing 
About—Specimen Sent 
to Professor White. 


Rome, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—The 
Rome Petroleum and Oil Company has 
been forced to suspend operations tempor- 
arily on account of the striking of a lake 
of some undetermined substance at a 
depth of about 250 feet. Just exactly 
what it is cannot be settled by local 
geologists and chemists. A sample will 
be sent to Professor White, at Athens, 
for his inpection. The matter drawn 
from the wel! is of a dark bluish brown 
color, about the consistency of thin 
cement mortar, and has a strong, kerosene 
like smell, but just what it is no one seems 
to know.

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Cushman and the Czar. 

The breezy and caustic speech made 
In the house of representat.ves on 
Thursday by Congressman Cushman, 
of the state of Washington, will serve 
to concentrate popular attention upon 
the oligarchic methods of legislation 
in that body. It has been made plain 
to the observant for some time that 
the house is no longer a genuine Amer- 
ican legislative institution. It has be- 
come, under the control of Speaker 
Henderson, the mere registering ma- 
chine for such measures as he may 
elect to pass the body. 

Mr. Cushman’s speech was brilliant, 
witty and excoriating, and as such will 
have a welcome among those of all 
parties: who are patriotically disgusted 
with the degradation of the house un- 
der thé prevailing regime. Everybody 
enjoys seeing a fair mark fairly hit 
and they will not be sorry that the 
vivacious young man, a_ native of 
lowa, who hails now from the Pacific 
coast, has peppered the Scotch “Czar 
Two” with a scattering fire of small 


‘shot. 


But why should all this hullabaloo 
be stirred up against Speaker Hender- 
son? He is not the guilty party in the 
premises. He is himself but the man 
Friday of the leaders who are control- 
ling and directing the operations of 
the dominant party inthe government. 
He has the approval of the president 
of the United States, of the chairman 
of the national republican committee, 
of the republican senators and a large 
subservient majority of the republican 
representatives in congress. Other- 
wise he would not be speaker of the 
house and as such he would not dare 
for a single day to exert the autocratic 
right to “O. K.” or “N. G.” the legisla- 
tion pending before that body. 

David B. Henderson is no Cromwell, 
no Tom Reed and no hero! As speak- 
er he is only carrying out the pre- 
arranged programmes of the man- 
agers that are above him. And the 
blame for the emasculation of the 
prerogatives of the house and the sur- 
render of its equal rights in legislation 
belongs to the republican party at 
large that permits his acts to go un- 
challenged. 

It is creditable fo Cushman that he 
cries out against the humiliation of 
the house and the strangling of its 
members, but he should attack the 
party rather than the coachman, the 
biftler and the cook! Besides, we fear 
Cushman is more rhetorical than 
righteous; more declamatory than de- 
termined. Heretofore he has voted to 
sustain the czarism of Henderson and 
we confidently look to see him line up 
on the next roll call for that purpose 
Wke the well-trained trick mule after 
his spasmodic frolic!

Whatever 
rate that competition established 
would go to the profit of the people of 
Georgia receiving and 
freights. The state road would still 
be the cause of competition and the 
regulation of rates. It could live on 
the same rates that competing lines 
could subsist upon. And if not, the 
state, like the country boy at the city 
frolic, could make up in turning ’round 
what it lost in dancing! 

There is really no valid logic in the 
objection that a state road from slack 
water to tide water would be an or- 
phan! Not by long odds! It would be 
a very potent and a very profitable 
factor in the relations of the Georgia 
people to the internal transportation 
problem. 
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Suffrage Inconsistences. 

It would be interesting to know the 
process of reasoning by which the re- 
publicans justify their attempts to 
force universal negro suffrage upon 
the south and at the same time jus- 
tify their regulation of the suffrage in 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and, prospec- 
tively, in the Philippines, in ways even 
more discriminating than any southern 
legislation against the ignorant and 
corruptible classes, 

In Cuba General Wood has insisted 
upon a suffrage law that shuts out 
from the ballot boxes the ignorant, 
shiftless and purchasable elements of 
the population. He declared plainly 
that such people, without political 
sense and without practical stake in 
the good government of the island, 
had no natural, moral or political right 
to make governors and legislators, to 
levy taxes and expend the public 
treasures, against the interests of the 
intelligent, industrious and tax-paying 
minority of the people. 

Practically the same system of suf- 
frage has been legislated upon Porto 
Rico and Hawaii, and it is certain 
that no bill a provide for home-rule 
elections in the Philippines upon the 
universal manhood suffrage basis. All 
these restrictions have been, or will 
be, made with the approval of repub- 
lican presidents and the republican 
majorities in both houses of congress. 

But when it comes to dealing with 
suffrage in the south the Lodges, De- 
pews, Crumpackers and Bartholdts in- 
sist that the intelligent, property-hold- 
ing and patriotic people of these states 
should be dominated, harried, robbed 
and humiliated by a great horde of 
Africans, whose ideas are crude to the 
degree of hideousness and whose votes 
are sold in the streets to the highest 
bidder always! . 

Why are the people of the south en- 
titled less to sane and clean govern- 
ment than the peoples of Cuba and 
Porto Rico? Why should ignorance 
and vice run riot in the state capitols 
of Virginia and Georgia, by the mafi- 
cious purpose of the republican party, 
any more than in the palaces of Ha- 
vana and San Juan? It is almost im- 
possible to credit with either patriot- 
ism or common honesty any man, 
whether president, senator or what 
not, who advocates the opening of the 
ballot boxes of the south to the illit- 
erate negro masses of these states, 
whose conduct in the reconstruction 
period revolted the decency of even 
the republican masses of the natign. 

We repeat that it would be a curios- 
ity of logic to have the record of the 
reasoning of the Depew school of re- 
publicanism on this point. Some sen- 
ator ought to take occasion to draw 
“the peach” out fully on this interest- 
ing point! 
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The Meat Manipulators. 

There is general indignation 
throughout the country over the arbi- 
trary exactness of the beef trust. A 
combination of six packing houses con- 
trols the meat market of the country. 
It has recently raised the prices of 
meats to butchers and dealers and 
they In turn have added additional 
charges, so that the prices of several 
classes of meats most popularly used 
have been raised to double what they 
were a year ago. A raise of 1 cent 
per pound by the packers in Kansas 
City has led to a raise of 5 cents per 
pound in the retail price of beef in 
New York and other eastern mar 
kets. 

In the south we are also feeling the 
pressure of tis scramble mutually en- 
tered into by packers and retailers to 
raise the cost of living to the meat 
users among the people. 

The attorney general of the United 
States and the attorneys general of 
several states, acting separately, are 
looking into the details of the matter 
and prosecutions under the anti-trust 
laws of the nation and the states are 
threatened. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that some legal way can be found to

| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


To Protect Negro Orphans. 
Editor Constitution: Reference is here made 
to the cojored orphans, also to some children 
of this race who are deserted and to the many 
who are neglected by their very poor parents. 
It has been estimated by two conservative 
and wel] tnformed negro ministers that there 
are no leas than 2,000 orphans, belonging to 
their race, in Georgia alone, to say nothing 


} of the jarger class in an equally sad condition. 


It is safe to say that there are 5,000 help- 
less and, without the proper training, hopeless 
negro children in Georgia; children who get 
little or no benefit from the public school be- 
cause of the occasional unwillingness, or, more 
frequently, the inability of parents or others 
to provide the various incidentals. 

As a class the colored people are laudably 
ambitious to secure for their children an edu- 
cation; but ft is to be feared that the chil- 
dren who attend the public schools are not 
Properly taught the law of righteousness, nor 
the righteousness of manual labor. The Book- 
er Washington idea has not yet found lodg- 
ment in the average colored teacher’s mind. 

But two or three facts need to be pointed 
out to show that the colored orpharis and waifs 
are the most neglected class, unless it be our 
criminals, in the south. And there are provi- 
sions of a physical and often of a moral char- 
acter made for the latter which have not been 
made for the former. The state cares for its 
large criminal class, but does nothing to pre- 
vent them. Al! right minded men can éasily 
see which is the wiser policy. 

The white and colored population in a giv- 
en section being about the same, it is fair to 
infer that the number of orphane are about 
the same, not taking into account the large 
number of illegitimates and deserted children. 
There are about a dozen or more faitly well 
equipped orphanages in Georgia among white 
Protestants, Catholics and Jews; whilst there 
are, as Bishop Holsey, a colored man, says, 
“several feeble efforts in the etate’’ to care 
for the colored orphans. Another fact is, while 
the colored people could and ought *~ do more 


for their orphans, as a class they are able to’ 


do very little. The laborers. among them, with 
their own families to care for, will not aver- 
age more than $2.50 per week income. 

Still another fact is that next to nothing has 
been done by either the northern or southern 
white people, with a few noble exceptions, to 
take care of negro orphans. Strangely enough 
this particular class has been overlooked by 
philanthropists, whose money usually goes to 
those children already in school, or to the 
more favored of their race. The very neediest 
have received the least. These are facts. that 
eught to provoke repentance and fruits worthy 
Of penance. 

A plan has been inaugurated by which this 
large and growing number of unfortunates may 
be looked after and trained for usefulness. An 
Outlined plan will be furnished to those who 
Wish it. We have already a concrete beginning 
in the Leonard Street orphanage, and doubtless 
the other homes started will show a readiness 
to be sssociated with us in a united effort for 
the salvation of these thousands of waifs, when 
God moves men to put into our hands money 
to enable us to be of substantial and lasting 
benefit to them. It might be added that when 
funds come in to justify our beginning on a 
larger scale there are to be associated with me 
as trustees the following: Drs. R. J. Bigham, 
W. W. Landrum, G. W. Bull, Rev. C. B. 
Wilmer, Rev. J. W. Blogger, Rev. E, A. Sed- 
don, Rev. F. E. Jenkins, Hon. Hoke Smith, 
Hon. W. A, Hemphill and perhaps others.

Herald, Talks of Apples 
in North Georgia. 


By J. C. Blanigan. 
Written for The Constitution. 

Fruit growing is becoming. a great fea- 
ture of Georgia farm life. In the northern 
part of the state the apple industry is of 
considerable importance and is steadily 
growing. Nearly evéry substantial farm- 
er makes it a rule to have a small orchard, 
supplying in this way his family ‘with 
fruits during a considerable part of the 
year. Large shipments of apples are 
made from Rome, Cartersville, Dalton and 
other points. On Lookout mountain, in 
Chattooga county, whose tableland is un- 
excelled in the growth of apples, immense 
orchards of this fruit are now being set 
out. From Towns, Union, White and 
other of these mountain counties apples 
of the finest quality are exported and sold 
at good profits. 

More than 3,000 trees may be found in 
the largest orchards, and those of less 
numbers are seen in every section of the 
piedmont region. 

Here in Gwinnett county an instance of 
the possibilities of apple culture may be 
cited. J. T. Johnston, a prominent citi- 
zen and successful planter of his county, 
has a young orchard of 35 acres.. The ap- 
ples are the Yates variety, and the first 
crop of 500 bushels was gathered last fall. 
Mr. Johnston finds a ready market for 
his fruit in the fifteen towns of his own 
county. He was in Lawrenceville a few 
days ago with 25 bushels which he dis- 
posed of in an hhour at $1 per bushel. They 
were perfectly sound and firm and their 
flavor was all that could be expected or 
desired. This gentleman has a bonanza 
in this orchard, 

Another instance of successful fruit cul- 
ture is that of J. S. Blakey, of Auburn, 
who has an almost ideal family orchard. 
His apples begin ripening in June and 
he has a supply ripening all through the 
summer and fall, which last him through 
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the following winter months, His peaches 
are ready for use in May and he is never 
without them until frost. He has various 
kinds of other fruits and so far as these 
things are concerned no man lives more 
iuxuriously. 

What these two ‘gentlemen are dotne 
can be easily done by every freeholder 
in north Georgia. The soil and the cli- 
mate are favorable. Nature, in fact, will 
do its part, and the rest is left to us. 

Every farmer, however small his landed 
interests may ‘be, should have an orchard 
of apples whose product should be found 
on hig table in some form or other each 
day in the year. No fruit can take its 
place, and while many fruits are ranked 
as luxuries the apple is one of the lead- 
ing staple products of the farm and can 
be grown at least by every planter in 
thig section who cares to devote the nec- 
essary time to its culture. 

fhile the aim and purpose of every 
planter should be to supply an abundance 
of fruit for his family, ‘he should also be 
able to offer to the world a reasonable 
surplus. The apple orchard will often 
furnish better returns for the farmer’s 
outlay than any other portion of his farm. 
While not always producing good results 
it is safe to expect the orchard tw do its 
full duty year after year, especially if 
the farmer first and always does his duty 
by the orchard.

ANTLROOSEVELT CABAL 
SAID TO BE UNDER WAY

Washington, April 18.—(Special 
spondertce.)—The political friends of 
President Roosevelt are much stirred up 
over the alleged existence of a ‘“‘cabal’ 
formed by prominent republican senators 
against Roosevelt’s renomination. 

The action of the senate committee on 
military affairs in deciding against Sec- 
retary Root’s reorganization bill and 
subsequently in turning down the nomi- 
nation of Captain Crozier to be head of 
the ordnance department, is cited ag evi- 
dence of the shrewd work of this anti- 
Roosevelt element. 

It may be that the president's friends 
are unnetessarily excited about the mat- 
ter, but on the surface the indications 
certainly seem to warrant their asser- 
tions that unfriendliness for the presi- 
dent and his polit&al future is being 
daily manifested by some of the older 
republican senators. The conditions are 
not being bettered by the outspoken crit- 
icisms of the special supporters of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt upon the men who have 
figured in the action of the senate com- 
mittee which is being so strongly criti- 
cised. These republican senators are be- 
ing referred to by the Roosevelt element 
as “‘old fossils’’ and ‘“‘dead ones.'’ They 
are told, in effect, that the’ younger or 
Roosevelt element proposes to run over 
them, and that their day of rower in re- 
publican councils has passed. 

Not Conducive to Harmony. 

This sort of talk, as is most natural, 
is not conducive to that harmony which 
on the surface the two elements are pre- 
sumably desirous to promote. The feel- 
ing is growing daily more and more in- 
tense. 

Members of the senate military affairs 
committee deny that any personal feeling 
on their part toward President Roose- 
velt or Secretary Root, who is his closest 
adviser, has had anything to do with 
influencing their action on the army re- 
organization bill or on the nomination of 
Captain Crozier, but this talk is of the 
character usually referred “‘to the ma- 
rines.” The members of the senate com- 
mittee advance good military reasoris 
why, in their opinion, the creation of a 
general staff and the abolition of tho 
office of commanding general of the army 


+ 
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should not be adopted, even caough it 
has the approval of that great military 
expert, Secretary Root. They also hold 
that for several] good and sufficient rea- 
sons Captain Crozier should not be 
jumped over the heads of twenty-seven 
men in his corps who outrank him, and 
they assert that, although the captain 
is. the special appointee of President 
Roosevelt, they have no feeling in the 
ratter except that which is inspired by 
a desire to serve the best interests of the 
army. ‘ 
Others in the “Cabal.”’ 

But it is no secret that these military 
affairs senators have the sincere sympa- 
thy of other republican senators in the 
attitude they have taken toward Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s pet measures, and while 
there are on all sides the vsual assur- 
ances of friendliness to the president, 
the lines are being drawn pretty closely. 

The members of the miltary affairs 
ecmmittee whose action in the Crozier 
matter hag brought tris alignment tp a 
ecl.max are General Hawley, of Connecti- 
cut; Senator Proctor, of Vermont, who 
vas secretary of war; Senator Foraker, 
of Ohio; Senator Warren, of Wyoming; 
Senator Burrows, of/ Michigan; Senator 
Quarles, of Wisconsin; Senator Scott, of 
West Virginia; Senator Bate, of Tennes- 
see; Senator Cockrell, of Missouri; Sen- 
ator Pettus, of Alabama, and Senator 
Harris, <§ Kansas. The last foyr are 
democrats. If the two votes in favor iof 
Crezier were cast by republicans, as it 
is presumed, there are stil! five repub- 


| Heans who voted against him. 


All of these men are veterans of the 
civil war. All have mede close study 
of military matters and they are able 
to explain their action upon any meas- 
vre from a. technical knowledge of mili-, 
tery matt?rs. It is certain that at least 
one of the men who voted against Cap- 
tain Crozier is friendly to President 
Roosevelte but the veteran republican 
senators are very jealous of the alleged 
tendency on the part of the president 
and his immediate followers to overturn 
things in the army with a view to throw- 
ing out the old civil war element and 
shoving new blood to the front. 

It may be that this overturning is nec- 
essary to the good of the service, but it 
is not calculated to promote harmony in 
the ranks of the republican party, which 
has been so long dominated by the vet- 
erans of the civil war. Administration 
organs are engaged in criticising this 
element, and the indications point to a 
clash which may involve the president.

Macon, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—R. M.

It is only @ question of time, if the 
statements of the packers is to be taken 
as any indication of the future, when 4a 
stall-fed Texas steer will brimg a price 
equal to thatecf a registered racing horse. 
With that delightful state of affairs in 
prospect will come the Gay when all beef- 
steaks will be rare—so rare that a pate 
de fol gras or a potion of nightingale 
tongues will be cheap by comparison. 
When that day comes a cup of beef tea 
will be regarded a luxury as grent as a 
glass of cuampagne, and hash will be a 
curiosity of the boarding house bil of 
fare! Instead, we will get busy three 
times a day with ham and eggs and the 
cabbage will be minus the corn beef! 

T. R. Sawtell, the well known local 
packer, is au*hority for the etatement 
that beefsteaks of the bettr quality is 
going to a maximum pricc of 2 cents a 
pound fn the next twelve months—a fig- 
cre that will make it prohibitive én the 
daily diet of the average person. Last 
year steaks were selling at from 10 *o 
12 1-2 cents a pound. This year the same 
grade of steak is bringing 12 1-2 to 15 
cents.a pound, with a prospect of 20 cents 
in the near future. 

A Packer’s Explanation. 

The advance in the price of beef he 
attributes solely to the shortage in the 
supply of dattle, and not to any com- 
bine among the big packers of the coun- 
try. As an illustration, he states that 
at his plant he has a capacity for slaugh- 
tering one hundred cattle and three hun- 
dred hogs a day. He cannot get thiat 
many in a week. The Kensas City mar- 
ket allone is off 80,000 head of cattle since 
the lst of January as compared to last 
year. : 

He attributes this shertage to two 
causes: First, the war with Spain and 
in the Transvaal, which caused larg 
shipments of cattle out of the country, 
end, second, to the advanced price wf 
corn and cotton seed hwils, used in fat- 
tening cattle. Then, too, he mys that the 
demand for beef of the better grade Ras 
steadily grown from year to year until 
it kas reached that point where it is diffi- 
cult to supply it. 

“I think,’’ sAid Mr. Sawtell, “that beef 
is going so high that people will simpiy 
quit using it. Then the stock of cattle 
will increase and prices will readjust 
themselves. In the past ten or fifteen 
years the consumption of beef has in- 
creased enormously until today it is re- 
garded by every one as a necessity where 
formerly it was looked upon as a luxury. 
Along with the inereased consumption 
came a demand for better quality. Up 
to three years ago n>» beef was shipped 
to Cuba. Since the war, government con- 
tracts have consumed enormous quanti- 
ties and hundreds of cattle have been 
shipped to that island. Then comes the 
shortage of corn, and adds to the short- 
age of cattle by shipment. 

“The packers are mak!ng no money out 
of the increase at the present time. It is 
the man who is raising the cattle that 
gets the profit. I have a big contract on 
my hands that I ‘would give $10 a day to 
get rid of. It’s the game with other pack- 
ers. I don't think the price of beef is in 
ény way the result cf a combine,’’

No Cause Found for Blaze in Cham- 
berlin-Johnson-DuBose Store. 


RAT MAY PROVE SOLUTION 


Damage Not Yet Ascertained—Mem- 
bers of Firm Say It Is Com- 
paratively Small. 


The origin of the fire which occurred 
Thursday night in the basement of the 
Chamberlin-Johnson-Dubose Company’s 
store, at the corner of Whitehall and 
Hunter streets, is shrouded in mystery. 
All efforts to locate the cause yesterday 
proved futile, and members of the firm 
declare that they are at a loss to under- 
stand the blaze. 

The only theory advanced is that prob- 
ably a rat ignited a match in the reserve 
chair room, where the fire started. There 
was an upholstered chair at the point 
where the fire originated and it is sup- 
posed that perhaps a rat had a nest in 
the chair, carried a match there, and 
proceeded to fire the building. 

H. A. Smith, a furniture repaiger, who 
has a work room in the basement, was 
the last man to leave that section of the 


building. He left the basement, in com- 
pany with a transfer boy, about three 
minutes past 6 o'clock, and states that 
at that time he noticed no smoke or any 
evidence of fire. At 6:30 o’clock a man 
whose duty it is to close the building 
opened the basement door and discoy- 
ered the reserve chair room filled with 
smoke and flame. He immediately gave 
the alarm. 

No fire of any character is used in the 
work room or basement, and it is stated 
that it would have been practically im- 
possible for anyone to have gone in there 
and set fire to the place. The pipe of 
Mr. Smith was found yesterday morning 
on a table a considerable distance from 
the burned section, showing that it was 
not responsible. The rat theory is the 
only plausible explanation advanced s0 
far. 


Small Damage Done. 

The damage done by the fire has not 
yet been ascertained, but both Méssrs. 
Johnson and Dubose stated vesterday 
afternoon that it will be comparatively 
small. A large number of chairs were 
stored in the reserve room, and practi- 
cally all of these were destroyed. The 
fire burned through into the furniture 
department on the first floor and several 
pieces of furniture were scorched. The 
damage is fully covered by insurance. 


SAFFOLD AGAIN IN THE TOWER. 


Not in Court When Verdict Was Re- 
turned—Rearrested Yesterday 


Afternoon. 

A. R. Saffold, a white man, was tried 
before Judge Candler Thursday on the 
charge of forgery, and when the jury 
returned a verdict of guilty yesterday 
morning, the defendant was not o the 
court room. Yesterday afternoon about 
8 o'clock Saffold was rearrested and 
locked in the Tower. He will probably 
be sentenced this morning. 

Saffold was out on bond,- and gives 
sickness as his excuse for not appearing 
in court yesterday morning. A physi- 
cian stated to Judge Candler that Saffold 
was ill. After the announcement of the 
verdict, Judge Candler was compelled 
to suspend sentence until the presence 
of the defendant could be obtained. 

A bench warrant was issued and placed 
in the hands of Deputy Sheriff Buran. 
Saffold resides just. across the river in 
Cobb county, and the officer found him 
at his home «yesterday afternoon. There 
are two cases of forgery against Saffold, 
but he was tried only on one case.

Now large 
groves are to be found bearing in the 
southern part of the state. while others 
will begin to produce abundantly within 

the next few years.

WAR TAXES TO COME OFF. 


Collector Rucker Receives Notice from 
Treasury Department Concern- 
ing Repealing Bill. 

Collector of Internal Revenues H. A, 
Rucker yesterday received notice from 
the treasury department of the act of con- 
gress practically repealing the war reve- 
nue act. Under the terms of the new bill 
the tax on everything which was levied at 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American war 
i@ taken off with the exception of that on 
mixed flour. Taxes which are reduced by 
the bill are merely made what they were 
before the passage of the war revenue act. 

Under the repealing act the special taxes 
on brokers, bankers, proprietors of thea- 
ters, circuses, public exhibitions, bowling 
alleys and billiard rooms, dealers in leaf 
tobacco, manufactured tobacco and cigars 
are taken off. The stamp taxes on instru- 
ments, papers, documents of delivery or 
transfers of stock and sales and agree- 
ments of sale, or agreements to sell stock, 
products or merchandise included in* 
schedule A are taken off. The taxes on 
wines under schedule B are taken off. 
The stamp tax on seats in parlor and 
palace cars and berths in sleeping cars is 
taken off. 

The tax on fermented liquors is reduced 
to $1 per barrel, the tax on snuff and to- 
bacco to 6 cents per pound and the tax on 
cigarettes weighing more than 3 pounds 
per ‘thousand is reduced to $8 per thou- 
sand. + 

A drawback will be allowed on all un- 
broken packages of smoking and manu- 
factured tobacco and snuff in the hands of 
manufacturers and dealers July 1, when 
the act becomes effective.

New York, April 18.—The cotton market 
orened steady with prices 3 to 7 points 
higher and with shorts once more thoroughly 
ewarmed by the great strength of the legit- 
imate position of cotton. The bears found 
very little staple offered on the call and 
were disturbed by what appeared tc be 
southern and northern spinners’ demand for 
mear months. A prominent’ German house 
eagerly bought large blocks of July wherever

MISSING MONEY {S$ FOUND 


Will Cunningham Locates $1,000 of 
the Atlante National Bank. 


WO TRACE OF IT IN 11 YEARS 


The Money Had Been Sent to the 
Jackson Bank Years Ago, but It 
Could Not. Account for It. 


William Cunningham, of Atlanta, was 
recently the means of locating $1,000 be- 
longing to the Atlanta national bank 
which had been lost for eleven long years, 
and which the paying teller of that bank 
had no idea what had become of. The 
following story, which comes from Jack- 
gon, Ga., gives. the full details of the 
manner in which the missing: money was 


found: 
In December, 1891, Captain L. D. Wat- 
son was cashier of the Jackson Banking 


reserve, which is kept in the vault, was 
counted, and turned out to be $1,000 more 
than necessary. The books were care- 
fully checked up and the usual monthly 
statements from all the correspondents 
came tin, and balanced with the bank’s 

books, without any discovery of the $1,000. 
Nearly all the currency during that fall 
was shipped to «he bank by its Savannah 
correspondent, and the officers thought 
if any error. was made in shipping cur- 
rency, it was with the. Savarnah bank, 
so the presiderit. ome months afterwards 
inquired in: peraon»of the Southern bank 
whether they hatiever been short or not, 
amd. they said they had not. The matter 
was mentioned at Feveral directors’ meet- 
ings, but no explanation- could ever be 
found as to who the money belonged to, 
and it was get aside and deposited as a 
“special deposit;” awaiting the rightful 
owner, and continued in this shape for 
seven or eight years. when the state ex- 
aminer advised the officers to place it in 
the ‘“‘undivided profit account,” which was 
done, saying it would probably turn up 
in some counter eniry when found, and 
there it remained wntil recently. 

Abou: a month ago President Etheridge 
secured the ‘services of William Cunning- 
ham. who is now am expert bank ex- 
uminer. and who formerly worked for the 
Atlanta national bank, to make a thor- 
ough and impartial examination so as to 
present it to the bank directors. Before 


ham the occurrence of this $1,000 surplus, 
and if he-had time he would like for it 
to be located and feund, but that he could 
not expect his examination to take in 60 
long a period. 

Later on Mr. Cunningham made the 
statement that in the fall of 1891 he was 
working for the Atlanta national bank, 
and that fall their teller. Mr. Kennedy 
(now dead) was short $1,000, and that, 
while it might not be the same money, yet 
it might bear invemrtigation, since the 
Jackson Banking Company kept an ac- 
count with the Atlanta national bank at 
that time. 

President Etheridge immediately com- 
municated with the Atlanta national 
bank, and subsequent investigation of 
both banks brought out the fact that on 
December 11, 1891, the Atlanta national 
bank shipped $4,000 in currency to the 
Jackson Banking Company, and the pack- 
age was evidently received after banking 
hours and placed in the reserve unopen- 
ed and not verified, and entries made, 
and when opening the package some days 
later, and the amount being an even 
amount, the discrepancy was not discov- 
ered that the package contained $5,000 in- 
stead of $4,000. White the date this: hap- 
peréd in the reserve of the Jackson Bank- 
ing Company could not be ascertained, 
yet circumstantial evidence was so strong 
that the directors of the Jackson Bank- 
ing Company authorized the president to 
return the °$1,000 to the Atlanta national 
bank, which was done on Monday of this 
week, and’ thus, after eleven years, the 
money goes back to fits rightful owner. ¢ 

Mr. Kennedy, the teller of the Atlanta 
national bank, spent many sleepless 
nights and sought all the sooth-sayers 
and fortune tellers trying to find out 
where this money went. No one except 
some one connected with the Atlanta na- 
tional bank, and who would have remem- 
bered the circumstance, would have ever 
been able to locate this.

Over 700 people left Atlanta for Dallas 
yesterday afternoon. The majority of 
them were from points to the north and 
east of Atlanta, but a good percentage 
of the crowd were Atlantans. Perhaps 200 
of the number were veterans. The people 
at Dallas who have charge of the reunion 
arrangements are expecting the largest 
crowd of. veterans who have ever attend- 
ed a reunion, but it is thought that the 
veterans will be outnumbered by their 
friends. 

None of the camps left for Dallas yes- 
terday afternoon. The passengers who 
left were largely traveling individually, 
while there were some parties who left 
early on accoumt of the desire to make a 
stop over or take a side trip en route for 
Dallas. The Atlanta camps and those 
from other parts of Georgia, the Caro- 
linas and Virginia who will pass through 
here will leave today and tomorrow. They 
have all made spectal arrangements, but 
people who are traveling alone will have 
to look out for themselves. and it was 
evident that many thought it advisable 
to be on the ground early. 

General Evans Goes. 

Among those wh» left vesterday after- 
noon was General Clement A. Evans, 
commander of the Georgia division of the 
United Confederate Veterans. General 
Evans when seen at the train by a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution was en- 
thusiastic over the prospects for the re- 
union. He said: 

“T am confident that the reunion at 
Dallas will be the greatest ever held. 
More confederate veterans will meet in 
the Texas city than have ever been gath- 
ered together since the. banners of the 
confederacy were furled at Appomattox.

The handling of the large crowd of peo- 
ple bound for Dallas gave the Atlanta 
passenger men plenty of work, and from 
4 to 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon some 
very lively scenes were witnessed at the 
union depot.

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THE TRADE SITUATION. 


Dun’s Review. 


New York, April 18.—R. G Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly review of trade tomorrow will say; 

Weather conditions have been potent ‘for 
good during the past week. Retail distribu- 
tion was greatly accelerated, which in turn en- 
larged jobbing trade and brought more pres- 
Sure on manufacturers for prompt shipment; 
agricultural work was facilitated and building 
operations made rapid progress; traffic increas- 
ed at the interior as the condition of cayntry 
roads improved, which made collections better. 
Some labor controversies were settled and oth- 
ers were averted. Complaints are still heard 
regarding the tardy deliveries, but freight is 
less congested and business has increased to 
the extent of 6.9 per cent. Larger railway 
eargings for April are reported thus far than 
last year and 16.3 per cent over {900. 

Quotations of iron and steel cannot yet ®e 
considered inflated, but the market is follow- 
ing a-.natural course, despite the efforts of 
jeading interests to maintain a conservative po- 
sition. Supply and demand must in the \jong 
run govern prices, and in thie industry needs 
are greater than available stogks, although 
productive capacity has largely.expanded. Pres- 
Sure for pig iron is very great, but furnace 
men have contracted for their output far into 
the future, and consumers who want prompt 
delivery are willing to pay premiums. Simi- 
larly as to steel rails the regular price of $28 
has become nominal on current business, an 
advance of $5 a ton being readily paid for im- 
mediate delivery. This is especially noticeable 
on urgent trolley construction. Specifications 
for new buildings promise abundant additional 
contracts for structural material, while some 
mills have already sold their entire output for 
1902. Machinery and hardware lines share in 
the exceptional activity and are doing a brisk 
export business in spite of high prices. 

Cotton goods have not followed the fluctua- 
tions in the raw material, although its strength 
has contributed to the steadiness of the fin- 
iehed product. The feature of the week was 
the increased inquiry for export, and mills 
catering to this trade’ are sold far into the au- 
tumn. In the domestic trade many bids slight- 
ly below ruling prices were not considered, and 
it is evident that supplies are in etrong hands. 
Deliveries are being made more promptly, yet 
there is no fear of accumulation. 

Woolen goode are in less urgenf demand, 
purchasers having secured most ef the cloth 
which the American company was unable to 
furnish owing to the strike. Buying of dress 
goods has decreased..
